Vancouver. B. C— The Student 
Campaign Committee, formed last 
February at the University ot B.C. 
to light a $25 fee raise and severe 
attendance restrictions, underwent 
spring cleaning over the week-end 
as Students Council drew up the 
constitution of the committee, cre- 
ating two committees in the place 
of one. 

For the last year the conunittee, 
consisting of a number of students, 
and alumni advisory members, has 
operated with considerable success, 
but with the approach of the spring 
elections it was found that a formal 
constitution ' was required to pro- 
vide a continuity for long' term 
operation. The successes of the 
committee include the removal of 
all attendance restrictions and the 
gaining of the promise of the pro- 
vincial government of adequate as- 
sistance, while the Board of Gov- 
ernors ha\fe teen moved to grant 
$25,000 to assist in the erection of 
a .student union building to help 
x^^^l&vercrowded conditions. 

Ibe new constitution provides for 
an Active Undergraduate Commit- 
tee of from five to seven members, 
and for an Advisory Graduate Com- 
mittee of from five to seven 
members to be selected by the Al- 
umni Association. Elections to the 
former committee will be by Stu 
dents Council.

When approached to run for the 
post of President of the McGill 
Union I realized the responsibility 
entailed in this position and gave 
the matter a great deal of consid- 
eration before giving my consent. I 
accepted the nomination for the 
Presidency of the Union because I 
believe there are a number of things 
that need readjusting. 

Above all, I should like to em- 
phasize a policy of free speech 
which would be the vogue in the 
Union. The Union, through its 
strategic position, has the power tit 
becoming the true centre of the so- 
cial, intellectual, and political 
phases of university life. This I 
would strive for. 

There are a few specific points 
to which I would like to draw at- 
tention ,in connection with the ad- 
ministration of the Union. 

In the first place, it seems that 
quite a number of students object 
to the high cost of ping-pong and 
billiards. I shall do all in by power 
to bring about a favourable change. 

In the second place, having used 
the Union a great deal in the past 
few years I could not help noticing 
the dilapidated condition of the 
basement. This should be carefully 
looked into and the place improved 
In the third place, it appears 
strange that the Union Cafeteria 
should charge so much for their 
meals. Wouldn't a lower price at- 
tract more students? Then, too, the 
quality of the food could be im 
proved.- 

In the fourth place, informal 
dances constitute an important part 
of tlie social programme during the 
college year and should be made 
more attractive and held more fre 
quently. 

Naturally, the Union, being the 
centre of extra-curricular activities, 
owes a certain responsibility to the 
other organizations on the Campus. 
Co-operation should be the watch- 
word and such organizations en-

The following are a few points 
that I have seriously considered for 
some time and I feel aré essential 
to the growth and general welfare 
of the McGill Union as the centre 
of campus activity. I mention these 
ideas with a determined policy to 
see that they are carried out, and 
if they are not carried out I shall 
let the student electorate know the 
reasons for their not being so. As 
President of the McGill Union 
House Committee and their repre- 
sentative on the Student's Execu- 
tive Council, I will direct my en- 
ergy and atterilion to all construc- 
tive ideas in the best interests of 
the Student body at large, and will 
not allow outside groups or pre- 
judices to influence my decisions. 

Last year the idea was brought 
up to install a soda fountain and 
"milk bar" in the Union. This was 
apparently found to be impractical. 
I have, however, investigated the 
cost of inaugurating and operating 
a sandwich counter in conjunction 
with the cafeteria. This innovation 
would be quite practical and a valu- 
able asset to the facilities now in 
the Union, If I am elected Presi- 
dent of the McGill Union I will be 
in a position to carry to completion 
these plans. 

In a position myself where I can 
fully appreciate the scarcity of res- 
taurants in the vicinity of McGill 
where good, inexpensive meals may 
be obtained, I will exert all the 
power of my office to have served 
in the McGill Cafeteria meals that 
will meet the demands of every- 
one's taste and quality and to main- 
tain the prices at the present popu- 
lar level. 

I will also make a motion to have 
the music room refurnished in a 
manner to make it suitable as a 
committee room and a meeting 
place for smaller clubs and societies 
on the campus or for meetings, of 
various club executives.

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Rhodes Internationalism 

^ORE and more Rhodes scholars are 
taking up careers in various forms of 
public service, according to Dr. Frank 
Aydelotte, President of Swarthmore Col- 
lège, in a lecture delivered at the 
University of Toronto. 

During the past two decades, these 
highly trained men have been showing in- 
creasing interest in- political life. In the 
early years of the scholarship, most of the 
students took up law. Next in number were 
those interested in business. The number 
of journalists increased as time went on — 
a significant movement. Now it is the 
prospective statesmen who lead the field. 
In 1918, only 18 per cent, of the Rhodes 
scholars were interested in government. 
Since 1930, 64 per cent, have entered public 
Ber\'ice. 

Moreover, within the coming twenty 
years, it is. expected that the influence of 
these scholars will be doubled. The number 
of scholarship students has been increased, 
and the majority of those now studying at 
Oxford will undoubtedly rise to career 
heights. 

This influence should be wholly benefi- 
cial. According to Dr. Aydelotte, the most 
important académie result of the Oxford 
method of study is the development of the 
"capacity for independent work", and it 
will be remembered that these were care- 
fully picked men in the first place. The 
leaders of the future will be highly qualified 
administrators. 

Above all, however, the Rhodes scholar 
has gained that all-important factor, the 
international point of view. Through wirit- 
ings and speeches on English méthods and 
experience, the Rhodes men have contributed 
greatly to education in the Dominion and 
in the United States. This is just one pro- 
minent example of the benefits of the in- 
ternational point of view. These efforts have 
undoubtedly made for bétter mutual under- 
•Btanding among the English-speaking na- 
tions of the world. ' Now that they have 
beén extended to the sphere of politics, their 
effects will be more strongly and signifi- 
cantly felt In world affairs. In view of the 
present conditions, such an influence would 
. aptiéâr to be very badly néedéd. 

Cecil Rhodes, founder of these scholar- 
ships, has every reason to be proud of the 
results of his gift. His wildest dreams of 
world fellowship and peace may yet be 
realized through its instrumentality. Such 
an idea may today appear Utopian and out 
' . of place, but it is not wholly impossible. 
Dr. Aydelotte's information is most wel- 
come in these times of Cassandresque prog- 
nostications concerning the downfall of de- 
mocracy, liberalism, ànd internationalism 
and the forthcoming universal triumph of 
absolutism, obscurantism, and national self- 
consciousness.

Impressions 
of 

Belgium 



"And Belgium's capital had gathered then 
Hér beauty and chivalry, and bright The lamps 
shone on fair wômen and brave men" was the 
wày that Byron described his sentiments re- 
garding Brussels before Waterloo. 

Last summer, I had the same conception 
of the Belgian people at the Ballet as I saw 
the "Morte d'line Cygne" and the prima bal- 
lerina flooped for the seventh consecutive time. 
After "La Traviata', the Ballet seemed a trifle 
too much for one's money. In Europe all the 
town subsidize an opera house, so all citizens 
can see the best thiere is for a very low price. 

Brussels seemied to me to be a very brave 
and dauntless place.' The stiirdy character of 
the Belgian shows itsalf in the capital ior the 
buildings were powerfully builL Duke John 1 
of Bravant started the growth of the town when 
he built a chateau here, later a castle. The 
ducal place of residence on the CaudenbeVg be- 
came the famous Palace of the Netherlands 
from which Ôharlès the Fifth, Emperor of the 
Holy Roman Entplfe, made pubjic his abdica- 
tion. The cathedral to St. Gudule and St. 
Michael, but on St. Michael's Moimt in thé 
thhrteehth century, has some inexpressibly 
béautiful stainèd-glass windows. The blue 
tints especially ar« worth remarl^g. 

I was in the city during the celebration, ot 
thé Belgian National Holiday, on July 21.^ While

watching the fireworks display from the top 
of the Palais dè Justice, an officer of the army 
spoke to me about the remarkable formation of 
the aeroplanes. They were flying In the dart- 
shaped manner, but with flares from the tips 
of the wings and the tail. Varied changes in 
in flight procedure were made, yet every plane 
kept the same distance from its neighbours. 
From this spectacle we looked on the cascades 
of flames pouring from the tower of the Palais 
and descending like a veritable Niagara to the 
street. 

SNOW WHITE IN EUROPE. 
He asked me if I had seen the Grande Place 
and then lead me there. The Hotel de Ville 
is world-famous. A legend Is circulated con- 
cerning the mediaeval architect who made the 
newer of the two parts, the one built in 1454. 
The man had intended the new sections to be as 
wide as the older one so that the tower would 
be in the exact middle. Unfortunately this was 
not so, accordhigly the poor architect threw 
himself from the tower. Inc'iden tally, the 
Palais de Justice is rather strange as it is copied 
from some Egyptian originals. ^ 

In Switzerland I had seen the mausoleum 
to Queen Astrid, and I was a little curious to 
see the kind of home she would have in Brus- 
sels. She seemed a homey sort of wife, with 
great magnetic personality. But the Royal 
Palace does nôt reflect any of these qualities. 
Built by Maria Theresa of Austria, it reflects all 
the customary coldness of royal residences. 

Having given up movies for last Lent, I 
had not seen Snow White here in Montreal. In 
Europe all people were asking me if I had seen 
Schnee Weiss, or Blanche Neige, or some other 
thing. They were surprised at me when I said 
no. So when I passed through Brussels for the 
second time and noticed this film advertised, 
I resolved to see it on my next visit. The Rex 
offered it on the Boulevard D'Anspach. Some 
children offered me the interesting spectacle of 
their horror of the witch, just as our own 
"younger set" did. Un Jour mon Prince vien- 
dra'', and the other Dlsneyan ditties fitted well 
in the French language, but "Whistle While You 
Work" was unchanged. 

One day I felt the desire to buy a bit of 
lace for a present. The city offered many 
"manufactures de dentelles véritables", but I un- 
derstood that lace was cheaper in the country, 
So I went to Waterloo. There the battle-field 
is now the largest commercialized area in all 
Belgium. The vicinity is not ruined, however, 
so I was able to pick up some lace for my 
mother. She considered it Inferior, so I advise 
any boy to be careful what he buys. 
SMALL TOWNS IN BELGIUM. 
Four ways are given for the name of Liege. 
In French the town is called Liege, in Walloon, 
Lige; in Flemish, Luik; in German, Luttlch. For 
a long while the town was the seat of the 
Prince-Archbishop of the Walloon country. The 
people were always trying to free themselves 
from the authority of the prince. Then again 
in 1792 from the French. Later on from the Hol- 
landers in 1830. Since then Belgium has been 
free. Louvain was capital of the province of 
Brabant before Brussels supplanted her. The 
mediaeval weavers fled from here to England 
and Holland when the Duke crushed popular 
uprisings against the patricians. The people 
have always rebelled against abuse of the 
power, 

Louvain then became the academic centre 
of the nation when Duke John the Fourth had 
the University constructed. Later the univer 
slty was established in the Cloth-Workers Hall. 
The long arcades and the graceful pillars sup' 
porting the upper stories, must have given the 
right atmosphere for the theological students. 
The Halles University and the Library were 
destroyed during the War. Subscriptions sent 
from America and England hive reconstructed 
this loss. On the sides of the Library one 
reads, "Contributed by Woburn Grammer 
School. Gift of Manchester City Council", etc, 

At another town, I purchased some wooden 
shoes that I can use for no purpose but to plant 
flowers or to keep near a log fire as bric-a- 
brac. 

HOLLAND IN ONE DAT. 

One Is apt to be censured for saying that 
he has seen a country when all the time that 
he spent in it was only a single day. But 
will say that i got at least a blurred impression 
of this prosperous land while I whizzed through 
the southern provinces. The autobus company 
guaranteed satisfactory results, so I shall not 
speak against the tour. We saw the Hague 
with the Peace Palace and the gates donated 
by the Kaiser in 1013. Rotterdam and Amiier 
dam reminded me of our favorite skiing song, 
and nothing else, for I saw ho diamonds in 
the latter, and we hurried too much in the 
former. However I did sèe many bicyclists, 
Sunday is théir bi^t day. Whole families go out 
for a picnic, and at evéning-time wë saw a pro 
cession of retiirnihg families. Father carried 
baby on a seat Ijefore him, fat mother puffed 
behind, and a stream of children came after, 

In Amsterdam I was buying post-cards, 
and wanted to get some half-cent pieces, 
group of passers-by gathered while I tried to 
make the English-speaking vender exchange 
my money for them. She explained that tour- 
ists are not common in Holland for the. high 
standard of living mokes it impossible for many 
men to visit the country. I was told by a man 
in a restaurant that there was^a movement on 
foot to stop English-speaking people from calling 
nationals oi Holland "Dutch". He said that this 
word was too similar to Deutsche, and Holland 
does not want to be annexed on a racial basis, 
We are to call them either Netherlandish or 
HoUandlsh. 

ET CETERA. 

Now I have described much of my tour. 
There has also been much left out to be des 
cribed and to Ije seen. The day will come when 
I will be more capable of good description but 
now I have confused Impressions of the Euro 
pean medley. Feelings of regret at not having 
seen certain things are mingled with a saiisfac, 
tion at having covéred the territory and digest 
ed what I did see. 

A radio advertisement announces to the 
Sudeten Germana that they can hear Die Lorelei 
by a German station In Munich. Heine has since 
been banned. "Trink Cocaj-Cola stela elskalt" 
shreiks from an under-glass coaster, hung in 
my room. A movie ad from Italy announces 
that one will have "amore . . . romanzo . . . and 
aventura" all hi one night by seeing Rochelle 
Hudson. Robert Kent and Buck in "Confiai 
SeUaftl",

le.— B I E N N I A L MEETING . IN 
OTTAIVA, DECEMBER 27TH, 1939. 

The Constitution of the Federa- 
tion calls for a biennial meeting of 
representatives of all the members 
of the Federation. At the last meet 
ing held In Winnipeg In December 
1937 it was decided, if practical, to 
hold the next meeting of the or- 
ganization in Ottawa in 1939. The 
Executive has looked into the mat 
ter and has decided that Ottawa is 
a very practical place for this next 
meeting and accordingly plans are 
being considered for the accommo- 
dation of the various representa- 
tives. 

It must be pointed out that the 
Federation is composed of the var- 
ious Students' Societies of the Uni- 
versities of Canada, These are re- 
presented by their several Students' 
Councils each of which is entitled 
to send one representative to the 
biennial meeting. This biennial 
meeting is the Executive Meeting 
of the Federation. At it the officers 
make their report and outline 
their policy and report on the pro, 
gress of the affairs of the Federa, 
tion. The meeting then consid^s 
plans and proposals submitted by 
the various members and draws up 
a line of action which it instructs 
the officers to carry out for the next 
two year period. Naturally such 
plans are very flexible, but the 
executive is usually charged with 
certain specific duties which it 
must report on at the subsequent 
executive meeting. Thus the wishes 
of the members are given consider, 
ation by the representatives of the 
various students societies of Can 
ada. It will readily be seen that 
the individual students can bring 
their questions before the Execu 
live Meeting of the Federation by 
making these suggestions to their 
own Students' Council which will 
in turn instruct its representative 
to the Executive Meeting. 

It is important that each Univer- 
sity send a man to the Executive 
Meeting well prepared to discuss 
the plans his University wishes to 
have presented and well equipped 
to cimsider' the plans submitted by 
others in the light of his own local, 
conditions. Very often the Presi- 
dents of the various Students' 
Councils' attend themselves. Thus 
it will be seen that the Executive 
Meeting of the Federation is virt- 



ually a Fédéral Government of 
Students' Councils of Canada. 

In any meeting such as the Exe- 
cutive Meeting of the Federation 
the agenda, to be carefully con- 
sidered by the mombers, must be 
drawn up well in advance and cir- 
cCilated to the constituents. This is 
the practice followed by the Feder- 
ation and early in the autumn each 
Council will be approached by the 
Secretary of the Federation and 
asked to present its problems for 
discussion to him. These Items will 
then be listed and the tentative 
agenda will be submitted to the 
various coiwcils. The local Coun- 
cils will then, it is hoped, consider 
and publicize the agenda and ask 
for suggestions from their council 
members and from individual stu 
dents on each campus. In this way 
each and every student who has 
an interest in the Federation will 
be able to consider the subjects to 
be raised in the Executive Meeting 
and may add such questions as he 
may deem flt This is, we believe, 
a truly democratic method of dis 
cussing our problems. 

The tentative agenda will then be 
returned to the secretary who will 
draft the final agenda for the meet 
ing. This will again be submitted 
to the councils of the constituents 
and will later be discussed in detail 
in Ottawa. Of course, even at the 
last minute at the Meeting itself, 
further items may be added. 

One of the most important ques- 
tions to be placed on the agenda is 
the question of health insurance for 
University students and the ques- 
tion of Medical Service available at 
different Universities. A Commit 
tee of the Federation has been 
working on this problem for over 
a year and its report will be pre- 
sented at this meeting. A suggested 
form of Medical Service will be 
drawn up and will then be avail 
able for the members to present to 
their own institutions whenVthey 
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return if they so desire. The ques- 
tion of Health Insurance will also 
be considered In detail and the 
Meeting will consider the advis- 
ability of embarking upon such a 
scheme. It has been suggested that 
the Federation make arrangement 
with various insurance companies 
whereby a form of Health Insur- 
ance will be available for individ- 
ual members or groups in any Uni- 
versity. 

It must be remembered that the 
success of the Federation depends 
on YOU, If you have any com- 
plaints to offer please write to the 
President* of the Federation, c/o 
McGill Union, Montreal, P. Q. and 
these suggestions or criticisms will 
receive prompt personal attention. 
If any points are raised which the 
executive feels are beyond their 
jurisdiction the matter will be re, 
ferred to the Executive Meeting in 
Ottawa and will be placed on the 
tentative agenda so that they may 
receive the attention of every Stu 
dents' Coimcil in Canada before the 
Meeting and so that they will be 
ensured of due consideration by 
every interested student^ in Canada. 

This Is YOUR Federation. It is 
what you make it. The executive 
will have no idea of what you feel 
we should be doing if you do not 
let us know. If you do not agree 
with the policy as outlined, or if 
you have suggestions as to how we 
can improve our work let us Icnow. 
We are here to serve— but we can- 
not be of use if we do not know 
what you want. LET US HEAR 
FROM YOU— constructive criti- 
cism is always welcome.

On page 45 of the McGill Hand- 
book are listed the purposes and 
membership of the Students' 
Athletic Council. It is not the in- 
tention here to reiterate these state- 
ments, but rather to point out a few 
facts concerning the Council to 
which the student does not give 
sufficient attention, and which are 
not explained in the Handbook. 

The Athletics Council was formed 
in 1936 through the influence of 
several undergraduates— notably G. 
W. Halpenny, D. L. Gales and Hollie 
McHugh— who felt that the student 
influence in Athletics, as expressed 
by three student members of the 
Athletics Board, was insufficient, 
and that by the formation of such 
a Council, the Athletics Board 
could be relieved of much detail. 
This stand was heartily supported 
by the Athletics Board, led by Pro- 
fessor J. C. Simpson, its chairman, 
and they did much to promote and 
perfect the formation o£ the Coun- 
cil. The first meeting was held in 
June, 1036, and meetings have been 
held regularly every month of the 
college session since. 

Membership in the Council is 
made up as follows: 

1. President of the Students' 
Executive Council. 

2. Student representative to the 
Athletics Board. 

3. . Manager of Intramural Sports. 

4. Past senior FwtbaU. manager. 

5. Fast senior Hockey Manager. 

6. Past Senior Basketball Man- 
ager. 

7. Past Senior Track and Harrier 
Manager. ' 

8. Past Senior Soccer or English 
BUgby Manager (alternate years). 

9. Past Senior B.W. & F. or 
Gymnastics Manager (alternate 
years). 

10. Winter Outing or Swimming 
& Water Polo Manager (alternate 
years). 

11. Athletics Manager (as secre- 
tary) (ex-officio). . . _ 

12. Sports Editor of the Daily 
(ex-officio). 

13. President of the Scariet Key 
Society (ex-officio). 

It may be readily seen from the 
above list that the members of the 
Council have nearly all been con- 
nected with Athletics at the Uni- 
versity, before serving on the 
Council, and thus they are well 
qualified to exert helpful Influence 
in its administration. 

Since its inception In 1936, the 
council has. proved to be of great- 
er significance than possibly its 
founders hoped or expected. The 
Athletics Board rest more and 
more of its decisions on findings ol 
the Council, and often times turns 
to the Council for aid, for informa- 
tion, and for opinion on matterc 
whlch, previous to the Council's 
founding, might well have been de- 
cided without student advice or 
opinion. Often too, suggestions for 
the improvement of Athletics at 
McGill have originated in the

RUSS McCONNELL 



"The best college hockey player 
I ever saw." Thus stated Dr. Bobby 
Bell, McGill's former coach when 
asked his opinion of Russ McCon- 
nell, captain of this year's Red 
Raiders. Certainly, Dr. Bell should 
know what he Is talking about, 
and after seeing Russ in action this 
year, his last, and examining his 
record, it is easy to understand why 
our former coach made such a 
.statement. 




Prom the time of his entrance into 
McGill in the fall of 1035, McCon- 
nell was destined to become one 
of the brightest stars on the McGill 
hockey horizon. After almost singie. 
handcdly winning the Intcrscho- 
laslic championship for Westmount 
High in his final year there, he 
came to McGill and immediately 
broke into Senior company here, 
playing in the Senior Group. 

Since that auspicious beginning, 
he has more than lived up to the 
promises made about him. In his 
second year, along with Paul Pid- 
cock and Alex Duff, he formed part 
of probably the most highly regard- 
ed forward line to ever grace col- 
lege ice lanes. Last year, playing 
on a line with Gordio Crutchfield 
and Pidcock, he really came into 
his own, leading the scorers in the 
I.I.H.L. 

■ This year, however, saw his star 
shine the brightest. He was prac- 
tically the whole McGill team, and 
the critics agreed almost unanimous- 
ly that he alone kept McGill in the 
race for Senior Group honors and 
did more than his share in winning 
the Intercollegiate League race for 
McGill for the third straight time. 
Also he again took individual scor- 
ing honors in this race, outdistanc- 
ing his rivals by almost a score of 
points. • • 

Another honor which came his 
way this season was "his winning 
of the Ken Stewart Cup. This tro- 
phy is awarded annually to the 
player in the Senior Group who is 
considered most valuable to his 
team. The award to McConnell was 
in more ways than one, unique. It 
marked the first time a McGill man 
had won it, and also the first time 
that a member of a team that was 
not in the play-offs gained the 
award. It was a fitting climax to 
a great career of a great hockey 
player. 

However, McConnell's athletic ac- 
tivities have not been confined to 
hockey. Until a badly injured knee 
forced him to the sidelines, he was 
one of Doug Kerr's key men on the 
gridiron.' In high school he was a 



standout on the perennial West- 
mount championship twelves, and 
was an important cog in the Fresh- 
man team that won the champion- 
ship and started out in his soph- 
more year to burn up the league 
until an injury forced him out for 
the balance of the season. 

The nc.\t season he again played 
football for a while, but his trick 
knee bothered him so much that he 
was unable to play any more that 
year, and this year he passed up 
the gridiron game for this reason. 

And so, one of the greatest ath- 
letes ever to wear the Red and 
White of McGill graduates to con- 
quer now athletic fields, and should 
he turn pro, as is rumored, he will 
surely make a success of it, or any- 
thing else he takes up.

As athletic manager of one of the 
smaller faculties on the campus, I 
would like, through the medium of 
your column, The Student Voice, to 
protest against the present system 
of inter-faculty sports management, 
particularly in hockey. 

In the semi-finals Theology were 
to play a two game total goal series 
with Engineering, and the winner 
was to meet Macdonald College. 
However only one game was play- 
ed. Engineering won by one point; 
weather conditions prevented the 
other game being played on the 
campus rink. The Theology team 
was informed liy the Interfaculty 
sports manager that the second 
game would be played in the Forum. 
This game was never played be- 
cause the sports manager didn't 
think we had a chance of winning, 
and as he only had so many hours 
in the Forum he dropped Theology 
from the semi-finals. Is this the 
type of sportsmanship we have at 
McGill? 

If this is the type of fairplay that 
is displayed in the interfaculty ath- 
letics, I feci that they should 
either be discontinued altogether or 
a responsible person put at the head 
who will give interfaculty activi- 
ties his undivided attention, so that 
the true spirit of sporsmanship may 
be reestablished. The present sys- 
tem of having a student look after 
them is unfair both to the student 
and. to sports.

IN FULEIIIAN 
PYKOTECHNICS. 

Sunday aflcrnoon's concert by 
the Montreal Orchestra, the second 
before the last this season, pro- 
duced, on the whole, a higher stan- 
dard of performance than of music 
performed. The program was made 
up chiefly of contemporary works, 
the .symphony being Arnold Ba.x's 
Third in C major, which was writ 
ten just ten years ago; Tlie symph 
ony :s not imintercsting In its orig 
inal and often intriguing harmonic 
usage and the orchestration reveals 
some quite unusual touches. But, 
to this reviewer, the work is diffi- 
cult to listen to, in Its scemmg lack 
of force and purpose." In all three 
movements there arc unexpected 
evanesconcs and mystical excur- 
sions which leave the work with- 
out body. A troubling and peculiar 
romanticism pervades, cloaking the 
work m seeming mystic unreality 
The score is not a simple one, and 
the orchestra did extremely well 
with it, responding to Dean Clarke's 
poetic reading 

Tlie second pianoforte concerto of 
Anis Fulcihan, the Syr!an-.-\mer- 
ican composer, has been played 
only once previously, its first per- 
formance having been given by the 
New York Philharmonic Orchestra 
-with Eugene List as solo pianist, in 
December. Mr. List played the con- 
certo again on Sunday with the 
Orchestra, and again he provided 
himself^ith a brilliant opportunity 
Srofeplay his extraordinary pian- 
SH^agility. Mr. Fiiloihan has de 
vised a series of pyrotechnics with 
orchestral background and Mr. Li 
runs through them without the 
slightest sign of difficulty. As a 
piece of exhibitionism the work 
scores a distinctïtriumph.sbut there 
are still, I think, mariV' of "us who 
will prefer to find the piano sub- 
ordinated to the context of the 
music. 

Earlier in the concert Mr. List 
was heard in Cesar Franck's 
"Symphonic Variations" and here 
he revealed his lino artistry in a 
clear and stirring performance. The 
work is Cesar Franck at his very 
best and the fantasia can be truly 
breath-taking with . ,its strong 
rythms and spirit interplay between 
solo piano and orchestra. Again the 
Orchestra did its full share of good 
work. The concert closed with a 
line performance of the Prelude 
and Angel's : Farewell to Elgar's 
"Dream of Geronlius'' which sound- 
ed even better tlian usual after the 
music heard earlier in the aftcr- 
noon. ;,
